“The electricity 1s conveyed to the body 
of the whale from an electro galvame Dat- 
tery contamed m the har poon, and so arrane- 
ed as to re-conduct the electric current from 
the whale through the sea to the machine, 
The machine itselfis a simple and compact 
tn construction, enclosed ina strong chest 
weighing about 330 pounds, and orcupying 
a space in the boat of about three and a half 
feel Jong by two feet in width and the same 
inheght This capable of thowing into 
the body of the whale eight tremendous 
stiokes of electricity in a second, or 950 
sirohes in a minute, paralyzing man instant 
the’ muscles of the avhale and depriving it 
of all*power of motion, if not actual hfe”

Although Aristotle speaks of a sma 
phenomenon in Persia, and the same as ob- 
rervable in cerla coal nanes, particularly 
it Toly, an the Appemmes, this statement 
of P, Lamebo was regarded as oné of the 
many apocryphal tales which are current 
abolits little explored country. But 
{modern observation canfirms it Mr, Pau- 
PHuer, in his excellent work upon China, 
says that this surpusing geological phonom- 
enon, 1s Very common in China, and ts used 
there fot the most different purposes, even 
for the melting of metals In Canton, he 
says there are many houses ca which such 
fire is continually kept buining, and used 
for illumination and cooking. The only 
trouble in procuring at, is to bore a hole sn 
the grouned, when, by approaching a light 
to the opening, the gas ignites, and you have 
alight varying in imtengily, according to 
the size of the hole. ‘Ihe Chinese convey 
this gas into thcir rooms by means of bam» 
boo canes, and use it for iarmnation. This 
light 1s entirely smokeless, and 1s similar to 
our gashights Mr. Pauthier cites an ocular, 
Mr Tonperte, who says the poor in winter, 
often bore holes in the sand about a foot 
deep, ignite them with a handful of straw, 
and then warm themselys at them.

Being led by curiosity, and a destre for

No, it was not a lucky hit or any hit at 
all sf by this 1s meant a chance event. [his 
meeting was the natural consequence of the 
bustness habits shown by the boy. 

And now, when poor Charles Frazer, on 
beholding my comfortable home and pleasant 
lands the othe: day, called mea ‘lucky 
dog? and ‘one of fortune’s favorites, J 
would say to him as J say to all, ‘ Success 
in life—success in any department of life, 
can onl} come from and ng the Jegnimate 
result of a firm, unflinching resolution to 
woik—to work honestly, and induslriously , 
and these habits must be formed in boy hood 
or they will never be well formed.

INTERNALIONAL Conaress oF SCIENCE 
AND STa 11$11¢08'—The National Intelligen- 
cer states that the efforts of Mr Kennedy, 
chief of the Consus Bureau, for the estab- 
lishment of an International Congress of 
Science and Statistics, haye interested a 
number of the distinguished literary men of 
Emope in their fintherance, and are likely 
to prove altogether successful Acting up- 
on the suggestion of Mr. Kennedy, the ofli- 
cers of the Belgian Government, after cor- 
responding with the savans of other Huro- 
pean nations, have taken the imitative by 
calling a mecting at Biussels next month 
for the purpose ol organizing an Internation- 
at Scientific Congress. Baron Quetelet, 
Director of the Royal Observatory at Brus- 
sels, hag addressed A. Kennedy on the 
subject, explaining the steps that have been 
taken and the progiamme that will be here- 
after ptusuicd — It 1s proposed to divide the 
Congress mto sections, each of which shall 
pursue the myestigalions commuted to it. 
The first section will he devoted to “ gene- 
ral statistics, fertitory and yopulation , ? 
the second to“ production and consun.dion ,” 
the third to “the slate of education and 
mois.” The Intelligencer suggests that 
as the formation of the Congress was an 
American idea, ib is important that this 
countiy should be suitably sepesented in it.

America insCongress assembled, hat from 

and after, the thutseth day of Septembe:, 

eighteen hundicd and fifty-two, the postage 
upon all printed matter passing through the 
mal of the United States,-mstead of the 
yates-now charged, shall be as follows, to 
wit. Each newspaper, perodical,-unsealed 
enculai,.o1 other article of printed matte, 
not exceeding thiee ousces m weight, shall 
be sent to any part of the United States for 
one cent, and for every additional ounce, or 
fraction of an ounce,-one -cent, additonal 
phall be charged; and -when the postage 
upon any newspaper or periodical 1s paid 
quarterly or yealy im advance, at the othee 
whore the said periodical ot newspaper 1s 
delivered, or is pud quarterly o yearly in 


advance at the office where the same 1s 


mailed, and evidence of such payment is 
furmshed to the office of delivery in such 
manner as the Post Office Department shall 
by general iegulahons prescribe, one-half 
of the said iates only shall be charged — 
Newspapers and periodicals not weighing 
over one ounce and a half, when circulated 
in the State where published, shall be charg- 
ed one-half the iales before mentioned 
Provided, That small newspapers and pen- 
odicals, published monthly or oftener, and 
pamphicts not contamimg mo.e than stateen 
octavo pages, when sent in single packages, 
weighmg at least eight ounces, to one ad- 
dress, and prepaid by affixing postage stamps 
thereto, shall be chaiged only half of a cent 
for cach ounce or fraction of an ounce, not- 
withstanding the postage calculated on cach 
sepaiate article of such package would ex- 
ceed that amount ‘Lhe postage on all 
transient matter shall be picpaid by stamps 
o1 otherwis2, 01 shall be charged doublo the 
rates fiist above mentioned
